Revolt; P re s id e n t 
A n d Cabinet Flee

Buenos* Aires, June 4 ( A P ) — Army units revolted today against P re s id e n t Ramon S 
Castillo’s government of neutral Argentina, marched into Buenos Aires and quickly seized 
(control of strategic points about the city. 
Castillo is reported to have left the Capital but 
it is not known whether he had abandoned the government. 
There was bloodshed in a clash on the outskirts. 
Gen. Pedro Ramirez, minister of war in the Castillo cabinet, was identified as the 
leader of the revolution. 
Government quarters described the revolt simply as "a military movement.’* Castillo 
assigned Gen. Rodolfo Marquez to combat the movement with “ ‘forces of repression’* made 
up of men loyal to his conservative regime and “policy of prudence 
in world affairs.

up to ridicule." 
The memorandum, if it had been 
enforced, 
would 
have 
regulated 
desk space for all employes in the 
Office of Price Administration, from 
stenographers, 
whose 
desks 
have 
three drawers, through Junior eco­ 


nomists and business analysts, whose 
desks have four drawers, and up 
to the top executives of the OPA 
hierarchy, who rate six drawers. 
Make Good Souvenirs 
Under the heading “use of draw ­ 
ers." the memorandum said 
“Drawer I—This drawer is to be 
divided into three com partm ents, 
counting from front to rear. for 
memo pads, pencils, and shorthand 
books. . . .”

STATE MAY GET 
GARRETT MONEY 


Harrisburg, June 4 (A F)—Legisla­ 
tion signed into law today by Gov­ 
ernor Martin paved the way for di­ 
rect action by the commonwealth 
to collect $24,000,000 of the $30,000,- 
000 snuff fortune of Mrs Henrietta 
Schaefer G arrett who died in 1933 
without leaving a will. 
Approved were bills passed by the 
assembly providing: 
I—Claims by any heirs to an es­ 
tate must be presented within seven 
years of the death of a testator. 
2_ w h en a person dies without 
leaving a will and more than seven 
years 
have 
elapsed 
in 
providing 
claims and the claims have not been 
settled by that time, the state col­ 
lects an 80 per cent tax on the prop­ 
erty passing to a first cousin or oth­ 
er relative more remote in degree 
than a first cousin. 
Under the first bill, the door would 
be closed to filing of any more claims 
against the G arrett estate within 
six months after its enactment into 
law. The companion measure opens 
the way for the commonwealth to 
collect a major portion of the es­ 
tate. 
The G arrett fortune has been sub­ 
ject of long litigation in Philadel­ 
phia courts. 
More than 26,000 per­ 
sons from every state in the union 
and 29 foreign countries filed claims.
